County Home with twenty-six members present. Be- 
fore luncheon there was a survey of the Farm made. 
A brief meeting convened at 12:15 for the Commission- 
ers, Executive Committee and Treasurer at which time 
the budget for the ensuing year was discussed. 


A delicious turkey dinner was served to the repre- 
sentatives of the General Court, Mayor Romeo St. Lau- 
rent of Somersworth, Norman P. Randiett, James P. 
Keenon, Jr., William H. McCann, William Smith, 
Chairman of Selectmen of New Durham, George A. 
Bennett, Chairman of Selectmen of Lee, Senator Thom- 
as H. Burbank, Treasurer, Thomas Davenhall, Sheriff 
Wilfred J. Pare, E. A. Adams; Commissioners John J. 
Duffy, Lucien G. Paradis, Stanley C. Tanner; Mr. and 
Mrs. Lepene and other guests totalling forty-two. 


Immediately the group adjourned to the meeting 
room and with Mr. James F. Malley, Chairman, presid- 
ing, the business session was opened.

He emphasized several needs which 
were given due consideration. 


The progress, expense and requirements of the ad- 
dition being constructed on the Court House were 
thoroughly discussed. 


The salaries of the commissioners and others are set 
by law so no vote to accept was necessary. 


Mr. Parker moved, seconded by Mr. Smith, that ex- 
penses of (a) Above officers of $4,250.00 stand. The 
motion passed. 


For (b) Register of Probate, Mr. Parker moved, 
seconded by Maurice Jones that $1,500.00: be allowed. 
Passed. 


Mr. Webster moved, seconded by Mr. Leach that (c) 
Register of Deeds be allowed $1,600.00 for expenses 
and $600.00 for re-indexing. Passed. 


Mr. Brown moved, seconded by Mr. Fernald, that 
the estimated amount of $5,500.00 for “care and sup- 
plies for Court House” be reduced $700.00 covering 
approximate cost of waxing machine and mimeograph 
to be applied to Annex appropriation. Twelve voted 
in favor and ten against the motion. 
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Mr. Webster, seconded by Mr. Cater, moved that 
the $21,000.00 for the Superior Court stand. Passed. 


Mr. Cater, seconded by Mr. Parker, moved that the 
$95,000.00 allowed for costs of the County Farm and 
Jail stand. Passed. 


Mr. Leach, seconded by Mr. Webster, moved that the 
“Support of poor off Farm” be cut from $35,000.00 to 
$25,000.00. Passed. 


It was moved by Mr. Smith and seconded by Mr. 
Leach that $7,000.00 be allowed for “Old Age As- 
sistance.” Passed. 


Mr. Parker moved that $40,000.00 be appropriated 
for the Board and Care of children. Seconded by 
Mrs. St. Pierre. The motion carried. 


It was moved by Mr. Leach and seconded by Mr. 
Smith that the Soldiers’ Aid be $3,500.00. Passed. 


Mr. Lagueux moved, seconded by Mr. Parker, that 
$5,000.00 be allowed for the Welfare Administration 
Expense. 


Mr. Cater moved, seconded by Mr. Horne, that 
$1,300.00 be allowed for interest on temporary loans. 
Passed. 


Mr. Smalley moved that expense of piggery be taken 
from the $95,000.00 expense allotted for the County 
Farm, seconded by Mr. Smith. The motion passed. 


Mr. Randlett, the architect, discussed the possibili- 
ties of building or repairing the kitchen. The members 
went downstairs to look this situation over. It was 
agreed that repairs should be made. 


Mr. Cater moved, seconded by Mr. Lagueux, that the 
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vote to cut the estimate of $90,000.00 for the County 
Farm be reconsidered. Passed. 


Mr. Cater moved that the $95,000.00 remain on the 
budget, rescinding Mr. Smalley’s motion to include 
the piggery. Passed. 


Mr. Coffin moved that the item for $5,000.00 for the 
piggery stand. Seconded by Mr. Leach and passed. 


Following further discussion on the kitchen, Mr. 
Leach moved that the chair appoint a committee of five 
to investigate, study and report back to the delegation. 
Mr. Smith seconded. Passed. 


Mr. Malley appointed the Ewecutive Board. 


Mr. Brown moved that we approve the construction 
of a new kitchen. Seconded by Mr. Cater. The mo- 
tion passed. 


Mr. Jones moved that we capitalize the expense of a 
new kitchen and authorize the bonding of the amount 
required. Seconded by Mr. Leach. The motion 
passed. 


Mr. Adams, of the County Extension Service, ex- 
plained his estimated costs and Mr. Cater moved and 
Mr. Lagueux seconded, that the amount of $8,785.83 
be accepted. Passed. 

Mr. Leach moved that the amount of $18,200.00 
for the kitchen be stricken out. Seconded by Mr. Par- 
ker, the motion passed. 

Mr. Brown moved that the amount of $700.00 for 
the State Retirement Plan and $500.00 for miscellane- 
ous be accepted. Seconded by Mrs. St. Pierre. The 
motion carried. 


Mr. Tanner presented a letter from Mr. Keefe, Clerk 
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of Court, where several requests for new equipment 
were made. 


Mr. Brown moved, seconded by Mr. Crandall, that 
the photostatic machine be considered by the commit- 
tee for the kitchen. Passed. 


Mr. Smalley moved, seconded by Mr. Leach, that the 
communication from the Clerk of Court be referred 
to the Executive Committee for definite reeommenda- 
tion. Passed. 


Mr. Tanner reported heating complications regard- 
ing the piggery. Mr. Grimes moved, seconded by Mr. 
Coffin, that this matter be turned over to the Execu- 
tive Committee to report back. 


Since the family at the Farm should be using pas- 
teurized milk, Mr. Adams said that a small pasteurizer 
might serve their purpose. Mr. Swain moved, and 
Mr. Fernald seconded, that Mr. Adams report to the 
delegation on the procedure of pasteurizing and the 
purchase of a pasteurizer. 


After further discussion, the meeting adjourned at

Mr. Lepene, Superintendent of the Home, reported 
that the Home must be licensed but cannot be until the 
delegation authorizes a new kitchen. 


A lengthy discussion of taxes and financial set-up 
ensued. Mr. Brown moved that the Commissioners 
be authorized to go ahead with plans for building and 
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equipping a kitchen not to exceed $20,000.00 and that 
short term notes be issued on the approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Delegation. 


Seconded by Mr. Henderson, a discussion followed. 
Mr. Swain wished to amend the motion to read $18,000 
instead of $20,000. Seconded by Mr. Green, after re- 
consideration the motion as amended was withdrawn 
with the consent of those making and seconding the 
motion. 


Mr. Cater moved that the County Commissioners be 
authorized to get bids and specifications for building 
a new kitchen with elevator and such new equipment as 
may be necessary at the Strafford County Home. This 
was seconded by Mr. Henderson and unanimously ap- 
proved. 


Mr. Tanner submitted a bill of $182.75 for plans. 


Mr. Webster moved, seconded by Mr. Parker, that 
the Commissioners thrash the matter out with the 
architect.. Carried. 


Mr. Tanner reported on costs of the Court House 
Annex and various expenses. 


Mr. Henderson moved that the Commissioners be 
authorized to accept bids for tiling the floors in the 
office of the Clerk of Court, the Sheriff, and County 
Commissioners. The bids not to exceed $1,050.00. 
Seconded by Mr. Jones and voted unanimously. 


Mr. Horne moved that if the County Commissioners 
receive authority from the County Solicitor and archi- 
tect, that they be empowered to accept the annex from 
the contractor. This was seconded by Mr. Parker and 
unanimously voted. 
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Mr. Brown moved, after a consideration of insur- 
ance, to protect the County Home and contents up to 
$100,000.00 on a temporary basis until entire matter 
of county insurance be reviewed and reported to dele- 
gation. Seconded by Mr. Swain, it was unanimously 
voted. 


Mr. Brown requested that this be studied by the 
Commissioners and reported at the Budget Meeting.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 





As required by Statute, the Board of Strafford Coun- 
ty Commissioners herewith present their Annual Re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1949, along with 
the reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, Jailer, Audi- 
tors, Physician, Chaplains and County Extension Serv- 
ice. 


There have been many improvements made at 
the County Home such as the dairy and piggery, re- 
stocking the farm with poultry, pigs and a beef herd, 
also a new Chevrolet sedan for the Superintendent’s 
use. All hard surface roads and walks have received 
a coat of oil. 


The relief load has increased considerably during 
the year. The men’s wing at the County Home has 
been over-crowded practically the entire year but there 
have been few requests for admittance in the women’s 
wing. We believe the County has adequately taken 
eare of all relief cases that are its legal responsibility 
and we have adopted the policy that those physically 
able shall work out their relief orders at the County 
Farm or the Court House for their own good as well 
as the County’s. 


The appropriated Budget for 1949 in the amount of 
$236,839.83 proved adequate, the balance at the year’s 
ending being $19,491.16. 

The new Annex which was under construction 
has been completed at a cost of $94,212.16, and the 
balance of the fund is being used for equipping the 
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offices of the Register of Deeds and Register of Pro- 
bate and the Probate Court Room. Some of the im- 
provements already made at the Court House are the 
modern office furnishings, automatic oil heater, the 
entire interior was given two coats of oil base paint, 
modern lighting fixtures, modern drinking fountain, 
acoustic ceilings, asphalt tile floors and a parking lot. 
A floor waxing machine and a modern mimeograph 
machine were purchased for the Court House. 


To the delegation and all employees of the County, 
officials of the State, cities and towns and to all in- 
dividuals, clubs and organizations, who have kindly 
contributed to the welfare and happiness of the in- 
mates of our institution, we are very grateful.

To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 


I herewith submit my report of the Strafford Coun- 
ty Home for the year 1949. 


During the year several improvements have been 
made, among them a complete renovation of the Dis- 
pensary. A new sink was installed, cabinets and 
benches built, inlaid linoleum for the floor, new filing 
cabinet and several small items ‘added. 


The room formerly used as a jail for women was re- 
modeled, with bath and clothes closet, and beds added 
which would accommodate a mother and children, thus 
making it more homelike for the children. — 


Both the men’s and the women’s dining-rooms have 
been renovated, with new stainless steel sinks, tables, 
drapes, tile floors, and walls redecorated. 


One bathroom was remodeled and partitioned, and 
several of the inmates’ bedrooms have been redec- 
orated. Both outside porches have been painted. 


At the barn, new floors have been laid in the tie-up, 
stanchions erected, and an electric ventilator installed. 
The old worn-out separator was discarded and a new 
one purchased. New equipment for the milkroom 
has been added, and at the present time a pasteurizer 
has been set in on approval. 


At the jail, the interior has been painted, and a 
new radio with loud speaker attachment has been in- 
stalled. 
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The piggery has been completed with steam and 
electricity, and is now in full use. 


Mrs. Lepene and I wish to thank Rev. Milton Baker 
and his associates delegated by him; Father Joseph 
Turgeon of St. Charles’ Rectory, and their boys’ choir ; 
and the Salvation Army for their kind consideration of 
our inmates and those at the jail; Mrs. Jennie Duffy 
and her groups of entertainers; Mrs. Anna Morin 
Dube and the choral group for a Christmas party; the 
Lions Club of Dover for their numerous acts of kind- 
ness and Christmas party ; Court Sacred Heart, Catho- 
lic Daughters of America, the Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Club and the Woman’s Club of Dur- 
ham for their visits. In our thanks, we wish to re- 
member all who have contributed books and magazines. 


We most sincerely appreciate the cooperation given 
us by the Commissioners, by Dr. Hartigan and his as- 
sociates, our nurses, Mrs. McInnerney and Mrs. Tap- 
scott, our personnel, and the Wentworth Hospital for 
sterilizing our dressings.

To the Commissioners of the County of Strafford, State 
of New Hampshire: 


Greetings: 


Pursuant to Revised Laws, Chapter 25, Sections 24 
and 25, and Chapter 50, Section 1 of said Revised Laws, 
I make you herewith my annual report of the period 
from January 1, 1949, through December 31, 1949.

II. Conclusion. 


A. After an unequivocal experience as your Coun- 
ty Solicitor for one year, I have taken notice 
that the Office of County Solicitor is in need of 
reorganization, 


Summarily, the main functions of the law enforce- 
ment departments in the County are: (1) The preser- 
vation of order (2) the enforcement of criminal laws 
of the State, and (38) the investigation of the infrac- 
tions of criminal laws of the State. The law enforce- 
ment agencies must be coordinated according to these 
major purposes and functions. 


In order to reorganize the Office of County Solicitor, 
it is necessary to coordinate the various law enforce- 
ment departments which cooperate with the County 
Solicitor. The Office of County Solicitor is only one 
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appendage of the many departments which function 
together in preserving order and enforcing the laws of 
the State in the county. 


Coordination is a term embracing a wide variety of 
activities, the central purpose of which is to have peo- 
ple and groups working effectively together. Con- 
sultation, collaboration, exchange of information and 
ideas are but a few attributes of coordination. In 
main, coordination is an organizational technique which 
minimizes the friction resulting from conflicting tem- 
peraments and sentiments of groups and individuals. 


An example of coordination occurs when the local 
police of a certain city or town answer a call of a ma- 
jor crime or serious accident. Upon their arrival at 
the scene they are likely to meet the Sheriff, the Coun- 
ty Solicitor and the State Police. Orderly investiga- 
tion of the crime or accident would automatically pro- 
ceed. All of these activities would be set in motion if 
coordination existed through the call of a major crime 
or accident. 

In the past, the several law enforcement agencies 
have been going their own separate ways, without co- 
ordination or supervision from any single responsible 
authority. Under the present form of organization, 
arbitrary power is exercised by persons other than the 
duly elected public officials who are responsible to the 
electorate. In many instances at a call of a major 
crime or accident, the duly elected enforcement offi- 
cers are summoned a few hours after it has happened. 
Orderly investigation cannot proceed because of the 
lack of supervision and coordination. 


For this uncoordinated arrangement it is necessary 
to substitute a principle which will place the several 
law enforcement agencies under supervision of a chief 
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law enforcement officer. Those apprehensive of su- 
pervision in the hands of a chief law enforcement of- 
ficer raise the apparition of dictatorship and the use 
of arbitrary power. Believers of coordination and su- 
pervision see no danger in placing authority in a chief 
officer provided that the power is accompanied by com- 
mensurate responsibility. Authority is put in the 
open not in isolated unseeable corners. Coordination 
means gathering into the hands of a single person su- 
pervisory powers in an organization. Centralization, 
on the other hand, has to do with the extension of 
state control over local units and organization. Co- 
ordination and supervision means home rule and au- 
tonomy of a local unit. 


The Sheriff of the county is the desirable official in 
whom the necessary supervision should be vested since 
he is a duly elected public official and responsible to 
the electorate. This move will facilitate coordination, 
bring about improved investigative procedures, pro- 
vide the framework for the introduction of scientific 
investigation and work toward harmonious action and 
the simplification of the line of authority consequently 
creating responsibility throughout the departments. 
In short, the several enforcement agencies would be ul- 
timately answerable to the Sheriff of the County. 


The juxtaposition of the Office of the County Solici- 
tor to this new framework would be that of an advisory 
nature cooperating directly with the Sheriff. The 
County Solicitor would render technical advice and 
submit procedures to coordinate the activities of the 
other departments, that is, the state police, local police 
and constables but without infringing upon the Sher- 
iff’s authority and responsibility. In brief, the du- 
ties of the County Solicitor in addition to his other 
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county duties would be of the nature of fact finding, 
investigation and research in bringing about harmony 
and coordination amongst the various departments. 


This type of reorganization is possible under the 
existing laws, if the local and state police are willing 
to cooperate with the Sheriff’s department to bring 
about a coordinated force to bear on would be criminals. 
Furthermore, the effect of such positive action would 
protect the rights and privileges of the citizens of the 
County. Criminals would think twice before they vio- 
lated the laws of the State and infringed upon the 
rights of the citizens. It is my belief that the ends 
of law enforcement can be met effectively if such a re- 
organization can be brought about. 


However, if this cannot be achieved under the ex- 
isting laws then I humbly recommend that the Coun- 
ty Commissioners appoint a committee from the Coun- 
ty Convention or call the County Convention at large 
to study the utility of reorganizing the law enforce- 
ment departments under a single authority and if 
deemed advisable to take measures in the General Court 
by initiating legislation to bring about coordination 
amongst the several law enforcement departments.

Cooperative Extension Service is fostered by the 
United States Departmnt of Agriculture, the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire and the County of Strafford. 


Personnel included in the office staff number five in- 
cluding the Home Demonstration Agent, the 4-H Club 
Agent, the County Forester, the County Agricultural 
Agent and the Extension clerk. 


The Agricultural Agent is manager of the county 
office and is Secretary to the County Production and 
Marketing Committee and the Soil Conservation Sub- 
District and furnishes technical advice on cultural 
management. 


It is the duty of the Agricultural Agent to encour- 
age farmers in better methods and to help them with 
their problems. The work of the agent brings help 
to the city dweller with problems pertaining to rodent 
control, care of lawns and shade trees, and informa- 
tion to those having gardens. 


This past year 749 farm visits were made and the 
agricultural agent had 1,115 office calls by people wish- 
ing information. Of outstanding importance was the 
increase enrollment in the Green Pasture Program 
which encourages farmers to take a keener interest 
in their forage crop program. Marketing help and 
research has been another important piece of work 
carried on in the county. 


Fruit growers, poultrymen and dairymen have all 
been served by the Extension program. 
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This Extension Work is made possible by the sup- 
port of the people of the county and the appropria- 
tion made by the county delegation.

REPORT OF COUNTY FORESTER 





The County Forester’s time is divided equally be- 
tween Belknap and Strafford Counties. Interest in 
Forestry may be evidenced by the fact that the num- 
ber of urgent requests each month is several times over 
what can actually be serviced. 


The County Forester, who is an ex-officio member 
and secretary of the District Forestry Advisory Board, 
has spent considerable time in assisting the board in 
drawing up voluntary cutting standards in connection 
with the new Timber Tax Law. 


During the past year 113 different woodland own- 
ers, involving about 11,000 acres, were given market- 
ing and forest management advice and one million 
board feet of timber and 300 cords of wood were 
marked to demonstrate selective and improvement 
cuttings and thinnings. About one and one-half mil- 
lion board feet of timber and wood (latter converted 
from wood to board feet) valued at $17,075.00 were 
harvested under improved cutting practices on 42 dif- 
ferent holdings, involving 468 acres of woodland. Al- 
though much of this timber and wood involved small 
owner-type operations, most of this volume pertained 
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to stumpage sales. In addition, about 4,000 gallons 
of maple syrup, valued at $22,000.00 were produced in 
this district. 


Demonstration meetings on woodland areas cut un- 
der good cutting practices were held in connection with 
two conservation workshops for teachers, one train- 
ing school for the Soil Conservation Service, and four 
4-H groups. In addition the forester gave forestry 
instructions at the State 4-H Forestry Training School 
at Bearbrook, and judged forestry exhibits at both the 
Lakes Region 4-H Fair and the Rochester Fair. One 
maple meeting was also held which drew record at- 
tendance.

REPORT OF HOME DEMONSTRATION AGENT 





“Flome demonstration work” is that part of the 
Cooperative Extension Service program that pertains 
directly to homemakers, in both rural and urban areas 
of the county. 


Much of the agent’s time is spent working with 
groups of homemakers who have organized for the 
purpose of carrying on an Extension program of home- 
making education in their neighborhoods or communi- 
ties. There are at present 38 such groups in the 
county. In addition, the agent has worked with five 
other groups who have wished to participate in some 
particular part of the program, bringing the total to 
43, and these groups count 1,021 women in their pres- 
ent membership. 
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The program of home demonstration work carried 
out during the past year has been the result of plan- 
ning by representatives of each home demonstration 
group who have previously met with their own groups 
to find out what help and instruction is most needed 
for homemakers in their communities. 


The program is carried out by means of lessons 
taught to groups by the agent, training schools at 
which volunteer leaders are taught certain homemak- 
ing practices or skills and in turn teach these to their 
own groups, and by means of circular letters, home 
visits, office and telephone calls, radio talks, and news- 
paper articles. The type of assistance rendered varies 
from the making of aluminum trays and Christmas 
decorations to upholstering furniture, cleaning sewing 
machines and using pressure saucepans. 


The continued growth of the program here in Straf- 
ford County is largely due to the splendid cooperation 
of our volunteer leaders, and the following table is in- 
dicative of their developing services during the past 
four years:

REPORT OF BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ 4-H 
CLUB WORK 





Seven hundred and ninety 4-H youth between the 
ages of nine and twenty-one were served by eighty- 
six voluntary leaders, supervised by a single club agent, 
in Strafford County during the year 1949. Hundreds 
of other youth and adults also received training from 
your club Agent in subjects related to Agriculture and 
Home Economics. 


The number of groups has increased from thirty- 
eight in 1948 to fifty-eight in 1949, and the number of 
members enrolled has jumped from 540 in 1948 to 790 
in 1949. The percentage of completions, that is, the 
number of members actually completing projects, com- 
pared to those who signed up for projects rose from 
77 per cent in 1948 to 83.9 per cent in 1949. All of 
these increases have given Strafford County 4-H Club 
work greater scope than ever previously attained. 


The success of a 4-H Club depends to a great degree 
upon the volunteer leaders who serve the boys and/or 
girls in their respective communities without mone- 
tary reimbursement. Their reward comes from see- 
ing the boys and girls develop into competent citizens. 
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Our 4-H Club program is continuous, with projects 
and activities adapted for all periods of the year and 
with progressive projects that are adaptable to mem- 
bers of all ages. The program includes projects re- 
lated to Agriculture and Home Economics and is open 
to any boy or girl in Strafford County between the 
ages of nine and twenty-one years of age. 


The Club Agent wishes to pay his respects to the 
volunteer leaders for their cooperation and tireless ef- 
fort. He also wishes to thank all organizations and 
individuals who have encouraged the county 4-H pro- 
gram.
